New Congressman Also To 
Work for Proposed Survey 
of Chattahoochee River. 


Congressman Robert C. W. Rams- 
peck expects to keep squarely behind 
the matter of getting work started 
on the new $2,000,000 postoffice for 
Atlanta, he told The Constitution in 
an interview here Friday. There is 
some prospect, he added, of the proj- 
ect being begun in the early spring. 

The congressman, “baby” member 
of the Georgia delegation, voiced his 
determination to push the bill, now 
before the house rivers and harbors 
committee, providing for a survey of 
the Chattahoochee river. In this en- 
deavor he has the co-operation of Sen- 
ator Harris and Representatives 
Wright and Edwards, the latter a 


member of the house committee. 

Mr. Ramspeck expects to face a 
long, tedious fight in the house over 
the tariff. It is his opinion that the 
president is going to have hard sled- 
ding with some of the leading figures 
in his own party. 

With Mrs. Ramspeck and three 
children, he will return to Washing- 
ton Sunday and during the session 
they will occupy a furnished apart- 
ment at the national capital. 

There will be no important legis-

Mr. Ramspeck expressed himself as 
favorable to the change. 

The young Georgia member, who 
succeeded the late Congressman Les- 
lie J. Steele, drew attractive commit- 
tee assignments in'view of the reduc- 
tion of the democratic personnel by 
the republicans.

“HE CONSERVATION OF THE 
TEETH. 


Our friends the dentists are grad- 
ually and reluctantly relinquishing 
their nineteenth century doctrine that 
decay or caries of the teeth is due 
to lodgment of food particles, partic- 
ularly sweets, and subsequent fermen- 
tation through bacterial activity, with 
the formation of acids which proceed 
to eat away or dissolve the enamel 
and so expose the inner structure of 
the tooth to—er—well, here you just 
go round the circle again, without ask- 
ing too many questions, if you please. 
This sad old theory served to spoil 
many a treat for the kids of ‘89. 
It contributed tremendously toward 
the prosperity of the toothbrush and 
toothpaste industry in America. Also 
it was a pretty darn comfortable 
alibi for the dentists, yea, and the 
doctors, too, when, in spite of inde- 
fatigable and faithfully correct use of 
the brush and whatever kind of dis- 
gyised soap happened to be approved 
in the community, a youngster’s 
teeth developed cavities just as read- 
ily as though the poor child had never 
seen a toothbrush. 

I say the dentists are quietly drop- 
ping the old reliable hypothesis—but 
don’t cheer, children, for we're not 
out of the woods yet, not by any man- 
ner of means. And don’t ever get 
into an argument with a dentist over 
the toothbrushing rite, not with your 
own dentist anyhow. He is apt to 
cut you off just as you have him about 
cornered, by asserting that neverthe- 
less and notwithstanding he advises 
you to keep on brushing your teeth, 
and by the particular technic he recom- 
mends, and there you are—you’ve got 
to follow his orders or change den- 
tists. It is just like consulting a phy- 
sician. If you employ a doctor, and 
then fail to obey his orders or follow 
his advice, you’re a fool to waste 
your time and money like that. 

A year or more ago I told here 
something about the studies of Julian 
D. Boyd, M. D., and C. L. Drain, 
D. D. S., on the spontaneous or nat- 
ural arrest of dental caries. It is 
so important that I want to refer to 
it again. 

_ In the first place these scientific 
investigators say, “Strict oral hygiene 
is not necessarily a preventive of 
caries (caries is the dentist’s term for 
what folks know as decay or cavity 
formation) and many adult mouths 
which do not receive care and have 
exposed dentin (breaks in the enamel) 
show little caries.” Drs. Boyd and 


Drain observed among the children in 


a clinic many whose teeth presénted 
definite evidences of arrest of caries, 
in some cases large cavities having 
thus healed, and some of these natur- 
ally cured cavities were found in the 
most poorly kept mouths. All of which 
is grand news for (1). the kids, (2) 
the candy trade, and (3) those crude 
and unregenerate ones among us 
who do not waste time or money on 
toothbrushes or dentifrices unless defi- 
nitely ordered to go through the mo- 
tions by our own dentist. 

Further investigation of the matter 
by the Iowa scientists elicited the fact 
that every child presenting arrested 
caries was under treatment for dia- 
betes. Diabetes itself would rather 
tend to favor decay or caries of the 
teeth. So some other explanation was 
sought, and the explanation the in- 
vestigators offered was that the diet 
of these children happened to provide

Are Blessings To Poor Man

LONDON, England, Jan. 3.—‘“The 
motorbus, wireless, and talkies are 


God’s blessings to the poor man,” said 
the Rtt Hon. George Lansbury, first 
commissioner of works, to The Consti- 
tution and Chicago Daily News cor- 
respondent in an interview explaining 
how during the coming years he in- 
tends to make the fullest use of these 
amenities to create a merrier and 
wholesomer England in his campaign 
against what he calls “civilization’s 
greatest source of misery—overcrowd- 
in 


“For modern man,” said Mr. Lans- 
bury, “the road to happitiess and con- 
tentment must lie along the path of 
better distribution of population. The 
motorbus provides speedy and flexible 
transportation along this road, and 
wireless talkies provide pleasures and 
entertainments to vanquish one of 
man’s greatest rural horrors—solitude. 

“When man can sit in his own par- 

lor and tune-in on music from the 
halls of London, Paris and Berlin; 
when he can walk to the village cine- 
ma and see musical reyues from New 
York, when services by fast-plying 
motorbusses can get him comfortably 
to his work in 30 or 40 minutes each 
morning—well, there is no use why he 
should spend his life in a kennel like 
this,’ Mr. Lansbury pointed to one 
of the dark, dreary and fog-soaked 
tenements in London’s east end among 
which he has spent the major part of 
his long life. 
_ Sidewhiskered, gray—he was born 
in 1859—Mr. Lansbury said this 
standing in the library of his own lit- 
tle house on Bow road, in the heart 
of the Whitechapel popular limehouse 
district, London’s fearful slums about 
which Jack London wrote “People of 
the Abyss.” 

Mr. Lansbury, called England’s first 
active radical, has been a poor law 
guardian since 1891, member of the 
house of parliament, representing the 
slum divisions since 1910, and in fight- 
ing for better life for London’s wretch- 
ed slum dwellers—he has twice been 
in prison, 

“It's an old story,” said Mr. Lans- 
bury. “No decent Englishman wants 
it to continue. Most English people 
are decent, an extraordinarily decent 
race, but for a long time the slums 
and tenement problem seemed almost 
insoluble. Certain well-intentioned in- 
dustrialists attempted to solve the 
problem by creating model towns 
around their works—but that didn’t 
quite solve it as the workers’ private 
life is not entirely free from employ- 


ers’ dictates and restrictions. The 
worker must be entirely free to de- 
velop his own initiative and jindi- 
viduality. 

“As regards London there seemed 
to be no way to prevent its streets 
and slums from spreading all the way 
down to the sea. It was even sug- 
gested to make a 20-mile neutral belt 
around London for open country. But 
that didn’t answer the problem as it 
merely meant an utimate increase 
in London congestion. 

“But now by. using the mortorbus 
and wireless talkies—providing we can 
enlist enough rich and influential peo-, 
ple—we see the solution which, though 
slow, is also inevitable because it 
fulfills a long-felt want in the appli- 
cation of philanthropy.” 

Mr. Lansbury’s scheme is to build a 
national trust for the creation of 
model villages surrounding industrial 
cities. The idea came from two farm- 
ers ..who recently offered 100 acres 
of land in Kent county. This indi- 
vidual offer led Mr. Lansbury to con- 
sider the possibility of a scheme, both 
countrywide and permanent. 

“There may be people,” said Mr. 

Lansbury, “who have more money 
than they know what to do with. 
They give it away to various chari- 
ties. But most people are tired of 
ordinary charity—they want to see the 
ultimate recipient of their money— 
and most poor people don’t want 
charity. 
_ “This scheme isn't altogether char- 
ity. It’s this: If we can persuade 
charitable, wealthy Englishmen to ac- 
cept 3 even 4 per cent on certain 
large sumg¢ of their money, we can 
create a national trust to buy land 
and create model villages which will 
rent to workers‘of the poorer middle- 
class within their means. 

“The workers won't own these 
houses, but their tenure won’t be de- 
pendent upon any subservience to an 
employer—also it won't be profit 
making like building societies. 

“This national trust will have no 
connection with the government, but 
will be administered by a committee 
of individuals. I am not proposing 
this plan as a government official, but 
merely as an individual, and will car- 
ry on even after my government goes 
out of office. | 
_ “But many of these schemes, start- 
ing privately, often become incorpo- 
rated into a regular state program 
such as the maternity and welfare 
work here in Great Britain, which 
was started 25 years ago individually 
by a woman named Margaret MacMil- 
lan and supported by the money of 
the soap king, Joseph Fels—an Anier- 
ican.

HISTORY OF BUILDING 
TOLD BRIEFLY. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(?)—The 
fire which occurred in the capitol to- 
night was confined entirely to the 
central building, which dates from 
1818, but which was not completed un- 
til 1827. ae 

It was in 1814 that the original 
capitol building of the United States, 
the cornerstone of which was laid by 
George Washington, was burned by 
British troops. After the rebuilding of 
the capitol wings were added, and 
later an extension of the wings was 
begun. The wings were not finally 
completed, however, until 1859. 

The great iron dome, which has 
been pictured the world over as sym- 
bolieal in part of the government of 
the United States, was not completed 
until the close of the Civil War. It 
is more than 287 feet in height. 

The design of the original building 
was made by Dr. William Thornton 
and his work was carried on in later 
extensions and additions by Latrobe 
and Bulfinch. None of these men, 
however, was present to see the fin- 
ishing touch added to the building— 
the placing of the huge statue repre- 
senting liberty, or om, which 
stands 19 feet high atop the dome. 

Some idea of the expansion of the 
building is given in a comparison of 
eosts. As the capitol st in 1827 
its cost was quoted as 433,844.

GALLOWS TAKE LIVES 
OF CALIFORNIA TRIO 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan, 3— 
(United News.) — Marching feet, 
tramping on stone prison floors to 
the gallows, echoed dismally three 
times in California today. 

The triple execution, in which two 
murderers were hanged at Folsom 
prison and another at San Quentin, 
was the third in California’s history. 

The condemned men went to their 
death as they had lived, one con- 
temptuously, one in a paroxysm of 
fear and the other as calmly as 
though he merily were walking down | 
the long corridoy to the dining room. 

Anthony Brown, 30-year-old leader 
of the Folsqm riots which caused the 
deaths of 13 persons, climbed the gal- 
lows unrepentently and died with a 
curse upon his lips. He was executed 


Roy Stokes, another participant in 
the riot, was half dragged, half car- 
ried to the noose where he_ stood 
quaking with fear. The man who 
plunged a dagger repeatedly into the 
hedy of Ray Singleton, guard, during 
the riot, partly recovered his nerve 
just before the hood was fixed.

PLANS TO AID INDIANS 
ANNOUNCED BY HOOVER 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 3.—(P)— 
President Hoover said today the In- 
dian bureau was preparing recommen- 
dations for changes in Indian Jaws 
which are expected to correct certain 


unfavorable conditions which have ex- 
isted for many years in the Indian 
service, 

_The president said he had empha- 
sized the importance of the Indian 
situation by the appointment of Com- 
missioner Rhoads and Assistant Com- 
missioner Seattergood. The problem, 
he said, also is being given the care- 
ful attention of Secretary Wilbur. 

Over $3,000,000 in increased appro- 
priations for the Indian service, most 
of which will go to medical care and 
education of Indians, has been recom- 
mended in the year’s budget. In addi- 
tion to that, Mr. Hoover said, a high 
sum has been requested in the defi- 
ciency bill, 

The chief executive said the allow- 
ance appropriated each year for the 
Indian service had not been up to 


of the value of the dollar since the 
war. The present rate for food on In- 
dian reservations, he said, was 20 
cents a day. 

It is the president’s view that out 
of the 383,000 Indians in the country, 
the Indian service should pay particu- 
lar attention to the younger Indians. 
The hope is, he said, that through 
them, the Indians can be absorbed into

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Mrs. Spiker’s Passing 
Leaves Void Here

The passing last Tuesday of Mrs. 
Blanche Potter Spiker, removed from 
Atlanta a woman whose contribution 
to the aesthetic world was of inesti- 
mable value to cultural interests of 
the community in which she lived 
for more than 25 years. Additional 
sadness was occasioned by the sudden- 
ness of her death, which followed a 
brief illness of one day only. Hun- 
dreds of friends paid __ tribute 
to the loss of this brilliant leader 
whose going meant the passing of a 
pioneer in the field of aesthetic art. 

Her’s was a remarkable and charm- 
ing personality, and, as she possessed 
a great understanding of life, she 
leaves a void here hard to fill. Mrs. 
Spiker founded the Potter-Spiker 
School of Dancing, an _ institution 
which gained national reputation, her 
pupils having won high rank in the en- 
tertainment field. She called her 
school for the physical education of 
girls, a school of “visible music,” and 
she devoted herself to the mental ac- 
quirements and accomplishments of 
her pupils, as the same may apply 
to the affairs of social and home 
life. 

It was through her preliminary cor- 

respondence and arrangements that 
Mrs. A. Starr Best, national presi- 
dent of the Drama League, was 
brought to Atlanta, and that the local 
branch was founded. She was for 
two terms its first president. ‘The At- 
lanta Drama League was one of the 
first to be organized in the United 
States, and it immediately became 
one of the most popular of women’s 
activities. Mrs. Spiker did a great 
deal of the reading, gave impetus to 
a movement in which branches were 
established all over the south, and 
she was undoubtedly one of the great- 
est influences in starting the study 
of drama and interpretative dancing 
in this section of the country. 
Ever alert to the-possibility of dis- 
covering latent talent in a girl, Mrs. 
Spiker searched until she found the 
one possessing such a priceless gift, 
and when unable to afford the nec- 
essary training to develop that talent, 
Mrs. Spiker always gave her a 
scholarship. Through her own school 
where she had several instructors, she 
taught hundreds of Atlanta girls and 
also reached out to several hundred 
pupils in the south. 

Through the Atlanta Federation of 
Women's Clubs several scholarships 
to the Potter-Spiker School of Danc- 
ing were given annually, and twice 
yearly she staged free exhibitions 
which were recognized as being among

Mr. Wilbert Robinson, on his own admission, has been associated 
with our national pastime of baseball for 52 years, and at the current

were in the days when Mr. Robinson was a noted base stealer, despit 
bulk, but the old bean still is working considerably in advance of all o 
baseball strategists. 

r. Robinson started in baseball at the comparatively early 
age of 12. At that turning point in his life he was captain, pitch- 
er, manager and virtually owner of a team known as‘ Our Boys, 
of Hudson, Mass. Mr. Robinson, in addition to these arduous 
duties, was a useful citizen and a factor in the life of the town of 
Hudson. When he could spare the time from the duties of run- 
ning the team he delivered fish to the inhabitants. The busiest 
day in that community naturally was Friday. No fish cquld be 
delivered on Saturdays or Sundays because these were playing 
dates. 

Mr. Robinson was a professional athlete from the start and proud of 
it. The first game played by Our Boys, of Hudson, Mass., was for a 
purse of $2, (there being no gate receipts owning to the lack of a fence 
and turnstiles). Each player contributed a dime for his side. Mr. Rob- 
inson doubled the contribution, and as a result was allowed to occupy all 
of the offices and to stand in the pitcher’s box, which was the post.of 


honor. 
LOST NUMBER ONE. 


It is the melancholy duty of this chronicler to record that Mr. Rob- 
inson’s first team lost the first game, despite the stellar performance of 
the captain-manager-pitcher. But | am given to understand that there 
were a number of “‘ringers” on the opposing team and that the umpiring 
was of a very queStionable character. ; 

Subsequently it was discovered that the talents of Mr. Robin- 
son lay behind the plate rather than in the box. This was brought 
out when he was called upon to go behind the bat for the senior 
team of Hudson, Mass. In a particularly crucial game the catcher 

of the opposing side split a finger. . The opposition had no spare 

catcher and it looked as though the game would have to be called. 

Finally it was agreed that Billy Fish would be permitted to catch 

for both sides. 

Mr. Robinson was given the sobriquet of Billy Fish because of 
his vocation. He always was there on Fridays with the fish and 
in the Lenten season did double duty.

A year ago at this time one of the 
best known economists in Wall street 
was quoted in this column as predict- 
ing that highly interesting develop- 
ments were likely to occur during the 
year in the international gold move- 
ment.

Congress learned that the republican 
national committee has a balance of 
$136,363 and the democratic national 
committee has outstanding obligation 
of $449,686, in reports made today to 
William Tyler Page, clerk of the house 
of representatives. 

In the documents filed in accord- 
ance with the law, the Anti-Saloon 
Teague also stated its financial condi- 
tion as of December 41—showing that 
ita treasury then was empty. 

The statement of James W. Gerard, 
treasurer of the democratic commit- 
tee, showed the democrats had reduced 
their obligations from $1,600,000 
since December 31, 1928, after the 
Hoover-Smith presidential campaign, 
to $449,686 on the December 31, 1929. 
The cash on hand as the year ended 
totaled $15,404. 

During the past year receipts of 
the democratic committee amounted to 
$1,462,203 and the expenditures to 
$1,446,798. The year previous the 
democrats received $5,444,958, includ- 
ing loans amounting to $1,600,000, 
and expended $5,342,348. 

On the present outstanding obliga- 
tion, $375,000 is owed to the Bank- 
ers Trust Company, of New York. 
and $70,000 to John J. Raskob, chair- 
man of the national committee, for 
loans. The remainder is owed for fur- 
nishings of the Washington office and 
for interest. 

The report of J. R. Nutt, treas- 
urer of the republican national commit- 
tee, showed no outstanding  obliga- 
tions. The receipts for the year 
amounted to $49.41] and the expendi- 
tures totaled $198,685. 

During the campaign year 1928, 
contributions to the republican com-

mittee amounted to $6,541,748 and 
expenditures to $6,256,111. 


The Anti-Saloon Teague report, 
filed by Edward B. Dunford, treas- 
urer, showed campaign expenditures 
and receipts for 1929 each to amount 
to $11,927, the expenditures including 
$2,541 in campaign contributions 
which were transferred to the gen- 
eral fund of the organization. 


The largest contribution to the dem- 
ocratic fund in the last quarter of 
1929 came from the Texas state dem- 
ocratic executive committee and 
amounted to $3,419. The second larg- 
est donation was $2,000 from Mrs. 
Charles Carey Rumsey, of Middle- 
burg, Va., and the third largest was 
$100 from Mrs. F. Winn and friends 
of Philadelphia. — 


The remainder of the contributions 

were grouped with those giving less 
than $100 each and were not carried 
individually. 

Among contributors to the Anti- 
Saloon League fund were James M. 
Gamble, Cincinnati, $300: William 
Albert Harbison, New York, $250. 
The report showed that some funds 
were transferred to the Anti-Saloon 
League of Michigan, Nebraska and 
Kentucky for miscellaneous purposes.

BG YEAR 1 OUTLOOK 
FOR TOBAGO GROWERS; 


Better Market, Increased 
Profits for Georgia 
Farmers Predicted. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Jan. 3—(P)— 
Fully as much tobacco will be grown 
this year as was raised last year in 
the opinion of P, L. Gardner, of Lake 
View, N. C., who for the last two 
years has been interested in promot- 


ing tobacco culture in this section. 

Mr. Gardner, who is associated in 
tobacco growing with B. B. Saun- 
ders, tobacco warehouseman of Val- 
dosta, Ga., and Aberdeen, N. C., said 
they plan to add another demonstra- 
tor in the Augusta section this year 
if conditions warrant, but he express- 
ed the opinion that ‘the two present 
demonstrators would be able to han- 
dle the crop. 

Mr. Saunders said farmers in Geor- 
gia lost thousands of dollars by a 
helter-skelter marketing system. He 
said he thought last year the eight- 
week market in Georgia would be all 
that was necessary to market the 
crop “yét the farmers used only three 
and one-half weeks in selling théir 
entire crop. This overcrowded con- 
dition glutted the market and ran the 
price down considerably toward the 
tail end of the season. There was 
simply more tobacco than could be 
handled in such a short length of 
time,” he said. 

Unsatisfactory Prices. 

Tobacco sold on the Georgia mar- 
ket last year brought a good price, 
Mr. Saunders explained, but that 
which had to be shipped to North or 
South Carolina markets brought ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory prices. - He 
said this was due to the different 
type of tobacco grown in Georgia and 
in South Carolina. 

“Consequently, when you ship Au- 
gusta tobacco up to North Carolina 
you have an off-grade in which buy- 
ers at those markets are not inter- 
ested. After we closed the market 
at Valdosta last year Mr. Gardner 
and other planters shipped much of 
their tobacco to Aberdeen. where I 
went after the close of the season. 
It is hard to sell it at any sort of a 


et 


seasonable price. The same situa- 
tion would confront one who shipped 
tobacco from the Carolinas into the 
Georgia market, ” Mr. Saunders con-

Mr, Gardner said he believed one 
good year would settle the t 
situation in this section Rats d 
all, The soil around here is well 
adapted to growing tobacco, and I 
have no fear that eventually it will 
prove profitable. Otherwise I would 
not be willing to invest in it to the 
extent of financing such a la acre- 
age,” Mr.. Gardner added. two 
growers have an acreage of over 1,200 
acres. 

Mr. Saunders will be in Valdosta 
the latter part of this week, while 
Mr. Gardner will reniain here for sev- 
eral days to line up the work of the 
coming year.
